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ORE amphibian than the Venetians are the Manus, 

a South Seas tribe numbering 2,000, for while 
Venice is built on islands the Manus have no land 
to call their own. Margaret Mead, assistant curator of 
ethnology of the American Museum of Natural History, 
has spent several months among these strange people 
and tells a fascinating story of their life. Their dwell- 
ings are built- on long piles near the shores of the 
Admiralty Islands, two days’ voyage from the Bismarck 
Archipelago, and this tribe is without lands or forests, 
without gardens, without fresh water, without wood to 
build their houses or boats, without sago leaves to thatch 
their dwellings, and without almost every necessity of 
life. Their one source of wealth is fishing, and so adept 
are they in this that by bartering their catch they obtain 
all the articles they need and are more prosperous than 
their neighbors on land. Though most of their business 























is done by barter, they have a currency of shell money 
and dogs’ teeth, which when strung serve also as collars 
and belts.
